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THE  DESBOROUGH  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Sixteenth 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1907. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  2,400  acres. 

Census  1901,  population  3,573  ; estimated  population 
to  middle  of  1907,  4,050. 

The  village  of  Desborough  is  situated  on  an  elevation 
of  ground  having  a gentle  slope  towards  the  south-east. 
The  subsoil  consists  of  Northampton  sand,  very  open  and 
porous,  and  rests  on  a bed  of  clay. 

The  principal  industries  are  boot  and  shoe  making 
corset  making,  agriculture,  and  ironstone  quarrying. 

The  Ise  brook  passes  in  a south-easterly  direction  and 
receives  the  effluent  of  the  sewage  farm. 

Births  and  Birth-rate. 

There  were  90  births  registered  of  which  40  were 
males  and  50  females,  giving  a birth-rate  of  22'22  per 
1,000  living.  Of  the  births  registered  one  was  illegiti- 
mate. 

I had  occasion  in  my  last  report  to  refer  to  the  mark- 
ed decline  in  the  birth-rate,  which  I much  regret  to  note 
is  maintained  for  the  year  1907  ; in  fact  it  is  the  lowest 
birth-rate  I have  had  to  record  for  the  past  ten  years. 
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General  Mortality. 

The  registered  deaths  were  48,  namely,  21  males  and 
27  females,  giving  a death-rate  of  11*85  Per  1,000  living. 

The  death-rate  of  11*85,  although  higher  than  that  of 
the  previous  year  when  it  was  9*50,  cannot  be  regarded 
as  excessive,  but  a critical  examination  of  the  several 
causes  of  death  reveals  the  regrettable  fact  that  six  of  the 
deaths  were  due  to  preventable  causes,  viz.  : Measles  and 
Enteric  Fever,  and  one  to  suicide.  At  the  same  time 
there  is  ample  evidence  that  it  is  possible  for  this  district 
to  furnish  a very  low  rate  of  general  mortality. 

The  average  death-rate  for  the  ten  years,  1897-1906, 
was  13*1. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

Below  the  age  of  one  year  there  were  9 deaths,  which 
give  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  100  deaths  to  1,000 
births  registered.  This  is  somewhat  higher  than  that  of 
the  previous  year,  but  still  below  the  mean  rate  for  the 
years  1897-1906,  viz.:  120,  Measles,  Diarrhoeal  and  Wast- 
ing Diseases  were  responsible  for  seven  of  the  nine  deaths 
registered.  Five  of  the  deaths  were  below  the  age  of  one 
month.  Full  details  regarding  Infantile  Mortality  will 
be  found  in  Table  V.  hereto  appended. 

Phthisis. 

« 

Fast  year  when  commenting  upon  the  very  low 
death-rate  from  Phthisis  I predicted  that  my  next  annual 
report  would  not  in  this  respect  be  so  satisfactory. 
I much  regret  that  my  prediction  has  been  verified,  for  I 
have  now  to  place  before  you  a Phthisis  death-rate  of 
1 '23  per  1,000,  five  deaths  having  been  registered  as  due 
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to  that  malady.  This  increased  rate  of  mortality  from 
Phthisis  is  much  to  be  deplored,  but  it  need  not  neces- 
sarily serve  as  a cause  for  discouragement  to  those  engag- 
ed in  battling  with  this  disease,  for  there  can  be  no  doubt 
as  the  people  become  more  educated  in  the  necessary 
precautionary  measures  for  dealing  with  this  “ scourge  of 
mankind,”  so  surely  will  the  beneficial  effects  be  seen  in 
a decreased  mortality. 

Respiratory  Diseases. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  organs,  i.e.  from  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and 
Pleurisy,  was  seven,  and  furnishes  a Respiratory  death- 
rate  of  172  per  1,000  as  compared  with  *50  for  1906. 

Zymotic  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  as  having  occurred 
from  diseases  of  the  Zymotic  class  was  seven.  I am 
sorry  to  have  to  present  an  increased  Zymotic  rate  of 
mortality,  viz.:  172  per  1,000  in  comparison  with  '50  for 
the  previous  year.  Measles,  Diarrhoea  and  Enteric  Fever 
were  responsible  for  the  deaths  in  question. 

Enteric  Fever. 

It  is  with  much  regret  I have  to  place  on  record  an 
outbreak  of  Enteric  Fever  during  the  year,  a total  of  43 
cases— 18  males  and  25  females — having  been  notified, 
equivalent  to  a ratio  of  1*06  per  cent,  of  the  population, 
and  of  these  three  proved  fatal,  giving  a case  rate  of 
mortality  of  6'g  per  cent. 

A special  report  having  reference  to  this  outbreak 
was  presented  to  the  Council  in  December. 

The  cases  were  notified  as  follow  : — In  November, 
31,  in  December,  12. 
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The  onset  of  illness  in  the  early  cases  was  found  to  be 
at  or  about  November  4th.  The  disease  cropped  up  in 
different  parts  of  the  district,  and,  as  is  so  characteristic 
of  this  specific  fever,  spared  neither  age,  sex,  nor  social 
condition. 

An  exhaustive  inquiry  was  made  into  the  usual 
sources  and  channels  of  infection — water,  milk  and  other 
forms  of  food,  sewers  and  drains — with  the  object  of 
locating  the  immediate  cause  of  the  outbreak. 

To  the  appeal  of  your  Medical  Officer  the  Local 
Government  Board  very  kindly  responded  by  sending  one 
of  their  permanent  officials  (Dr.  Fletcher)  to  assist  in  the 
investigation,  and  the  invaluable  service  thus  rendered 
was  most  welcome  to  your  officers  at  a time  of  great 
strain  and  anxiety.  The  inquiry,  in  which  Dr.  Fletcher 
co-operated,  was  pursued  with  the  utmost  care  and 
thoroughness,  but  I regret  to  say  that  no  satisfactory 
evidence  was  found  to  account  for  the  genesis  of  the 
outbreak. 

To  every  one  having  truly  at  heart  the  interest  and 
welfare  of  Desborough,  and  not  the  least  to  your  Sanitary 
Committee  and  officers,  the  recurrence  of  Enteric  Fever 
in  this  district  was  a source  of  the  deepest  regret. 

With  a clean  bill  of  health  as  regards  that  disease  for 
a period  approaching  four  years,  it  was  not  unreasonable 
to  entertain  the  hope  that  the  very  useful  and  progressive 
work  of  the  Council,  extending  over  a long  series  of 
years  and  having  for  its  object  the  material  well-being 
of  the  community,  had  not  only  brought  the  district  to  a 
high  state  of  sanitary  efficiency,  but  also  eradicated 
Enteric  Fever  from  the  area  within  its  administration. 
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However,  in  all  great  undertakings  such  incidents  of 
a disappointing  character  will  occur,  and  should  serve  as 
stimuli  for  still  greater  exertions  in  securing  the  object 
in  view. 

Effective  work  cannot  be  accomplished  by  wishing  for 
the  magician’s  wand  whereby  to  clear  away  obstacles,  or 
by  following  the  will-o’-the-wisp  of  amateur  sanitarians 
who  are  ever  ready  to  put  forth  claims  for  honours  for 
which  they  have  neither  toiled  nor  spun. 

I have  already  referred  to  the  fact  that  evidence  of  a 
conclusive  character  was  wanting  to  condemn  anything 
in  particular  as  the  cause  of  this  outbreak,  but  in  the 
course  of  the  investigations  undertaken  certain  suspicious 
matters  have  come  under  observation  which  have  at  once 
received  the  intelligent  attention  of  the  Council  and  in 
due  course  remedied. 

The  public  may  therefore  rest  satisfied  that  everything 
has  been  and  will  be  done  in  order  to  stamp  out  the 
disease,  and  if  possible  to  prevent  its  recurrence  in  the 
district.  Vague  theories  and  undisciplined  efforts  cannot 
replace  the  practical  knowledge  and  the  necessary  means 
and  appliances  in  combatting  diseases  which  have  a 
natural  tendency  to  propagate  themselves  among  the 
healthy.  Ceaselessly,  but  without  proclaiming  it  aloud 
from  the  housetops,  the  Council  and  its  officers  have 
grappled  with  the  outbreak,  exerting  every  energy  and 
leaving  nothing  undone  which  scientific  teaching  and 
experience  suggested  as  practicable. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  recent  outbreak  that  need 
cause  unnecessary  alarm,  and  it  is  the  sanitary  authority’s 
due  that  the  public  in  this  matter  should  continue  to 
repose  in  it  every  confidence. 
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I may  here  take  the  opportunity  of  referring  to  the 
establishment  during  the  year  of  a District  Nursing 
Association,  which,  through  the  work  of  the  Nurses 
employed,  was  the  means  of  affording  material  benefit 
to  the  town  in  general  and  the  sufferers  from  Typhoid 
in  particular,  and  thereby  in  all  probability  assisted  in 
the  maintenance  of  a low  death-rate  from  that  disease. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  there  is  here  plenty  of  scope 
for  the  work  of  a district  nurse,  so  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  public  will  accord  to  the  Association  that  financial 
support  which  it  so  rightly  deserves. 

Measles. 

From  the  month  of  i\ugust  to  that  of  May  Measles 
was  very  prevalent  and  necessitated  the  closure  of  the 
schools  for  a fortnight,  which  no  doubt  was  effective  in 
checking  the  epidemic.  Unfortunately  three  deaths 
resulted  from  this  disease — one  an  infant  a few  weeks 
old,  and  the  other  two  aged  thirteen  months  and  seven 
years  respectively — in  the  latter  case  the  immediate  cause 
of  death  being  Membranous  Croup. 

Diarrhoea. 

During  the  months  of  September  and  October  cases 
of  Diarrhsea  came  under  observation,  but  not  in  such 
numbers  as  to  foreshadow  any  serious  coming  events. 
One  death  was  registered  as  due  to  this  class  of  disease, 
and  that  in  an  infant  aged  nine  months. 

Influenza. 

Cases  of  Influenza  were  met  with  more  or  less 
throughout  the  year  but  at  no  time  in  a widespread 
epidemic  form,  and  was  responsible  for  one  death. 
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Mumps. 

Mumps  prevailed  extensively  throughout  the  months 
of  June,  July  and  August  ; in  fact  during  the  many  years 
I have  been  resident  in  this  district  no  such  extensive 
epidemic  has  previously  come  under  my  notice.  Several 
adults  having  been  attacked.  But  notwithstanding  this 
the  complications  were  exceptionally  few  and  there  is  no 
fatal  case  to  report. 

Schools. 

The  County  Council  and  National  Schools  have  both 
been  visited  and  found  clean  and  sanitary.  During  the 
holidays  and  at  the  period  of  the  epidemic  of  Measles 
the  Schools  were  disinfected  under  the  superintendence  of 
your  Inspector.  In  connection  with  the  Council  Schools 
an  improved  system  of  ventilation  has  been  installed, 
which  will  doubtless  beneficially  affect  the  health  of  the 
scholars. 

A Cookery  Class  for  young  girls  in  connection  with 
the  night  schools  has  been  in  operation,  and  the  know- 
ledge thereby  gained  should  prove  of  value  to  the  future 
wives  and  mothers. 

The  medical  inspection  of  school  children  under  the 
Education  (Administrative  Provisions)  Act  will  before 
long  be  in  working  order  in  this  county  and  will  be 
possible  of  far-reaching  effects. 

Water  Supply. 

The  public  supply  of  water  from  the  well  at  the 
Water- works  has  fortunately  shown  a marked  improve- 
ment, the  depth  of  wrater  in  the  well  being  sixteen 
feet,  five  feet  more  than  it  was  at  the  corresponding 
time  last  year.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  this  happy 
state  of  affairs  may  at  least  be  maintained. 
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As  a result  of  special  inspections  of  the  surroundings 
of  the  Water-works  well,  made  by  me  on  different 
occasions  in  company  with  Dr.  Fletcher  and  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  following  recommend- 
ations, framed  with  a view  to  safeguarding  the  well 
from  all  possible  sources  of  pollution,  were  placed  before 
your  Water- works  Commiitee  : — 

!• — That  the  land  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood 
of  the  well  be  provided  with  drains  to  carry  away  the 
surface  water  into  a specially  constucted  pit. 

2. — That  the  land  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
well,  and  now  used  for  gardening  purposes,  be  turfed 
over. 

3- — That  the  space  enclosed  by  iron  railings  be  in- 
creased by  the  addition  of  land  from  the  held  on  the 
north  side,  and  the  same  be  drained  to  a point  away 
from  the  well. 

4. — That  the  urinal  and  W.C.  in  the  Water-works 
recreation  held,  together  with  the  drains  in  connection 
with  the  engineer’s  house,  be  moved  to  a position  beyond 
the  said  house  and  near  to  the  road. 

These  are  all  matters  of  considerable  importance, 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Council  has  already 
carried  out  the  first  of  the  recommendations.  The  land 
adjoining  the  well  has  been  drained,  and  this  is  effectual 
in  preventing  the  contamination  of  the  well  by  surface 
water.  Furthermore,  the  Council  has  decided  to  destroy 
the  hedge  on  the  north  side  of  the  held  and  to  replace  it 
by  iron  railings,  thus  removing  facilities  for  the  com- 
mittal of  nuisances.  Notices  with  reference  to  nuisances 
have  also  been  hxed  in  the  held, 
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Dwelling  Houses  and  Over-crowding. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  house  accommodation  is  both 
ample  and  good  and  that  twelve  houses  were  erected 
during  the  year,  four  cases  of  over-crowding  came  under 
the  observation  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  whose  inter- 
vention, however,  very  quickly  abated  these  nuisances. 

Excrement  and  Refuse  Disposal. 

Iu  this  district  excrement  is  disposed  of  by  means  of 
the  water-carriage  system,  though  in  several  instances 
the  W.C.’s  are  unprovided  with  proper  flushing  apparatus. 

It  is  a regretable  fact  that  in  some  quarters  there  is  a 
tendency  to  utterly  disregard  the  keeping  of  the  water- 
closets  in  that  condition  so  necessary  for  the  comfort  and 
health  of  those  using  them.  Surely  in  these  days  of 
sanitary  enlightenment  pressure  by  the  Inspector  ought 
not  to  be  necessary  to  ensure  cleanliness  of  the  water- 
closet  pan  and  its  regular  flushing. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  by  the  scavenging 
department  has  been  carried  out  in  the  same  admirable 
manner  as  heretofore.  In  would  be  well  were  the  few 
existing  ashpits  in  the  district  abolished  and  in  their 
place  dust  boxes  substituted,  thereby  not  only  facilitating 
the  work  of  the  dustmen  but  also  promoting  a general 
sanitary  improvement  of  the  house  surroundings. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  proper  and  regular  flushing  of  the  sewers  has 
been  well  attended  to  by  your  Inspector,  special  attention 
having  been  given  to  the  dead  ends  and  to  those  sewers 
with  insufficient  gradients. 
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The  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  Union  Street 
sewer,  due  mainly  to  its  insufficient  fall,  has  necessitated 
the  scraping  of  the  same  twice  during  the  year.  The 
automatic  flusher  which  the  Council  has  so  wisely  decid- 
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ed  to  provide  for  this  sewer  will  prove  beneficial  by 
preventing  not  only  the  stagnation  of  sewage  matter 
but  also  the  occurrence  of  any  undue  offensive  sewer 
emanations  from  the  man -holes  at  a higher  level  in 
Rushton  Road. 

Two  additional  ventilating  shafts  have  been  fixed  in 
connection  with  the  Factory  and  Station-street  sewers, 
those  previously  in  existence  were  apparently  inadequate 
for  the  purpose  required. 

Complaints  having  been  received  with  reference  to 
foul  odours  from  a man-hole  in  Rothwell  Road,  and 
and  subsequent  investigations  showing  that  the  cause 
was  probably  wind  pressure  from  the  outfall  sewer,  it 
was  decided  to  furnish  the  mouth  of  the  same  with  a 
flap  as  a means  of  abating  the  annoyance. 

As  some  indication  of  the  very  satisfactory  condition, 
so  far  as  concerns  their  ventilation,  of  the  house-drains, 
it  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  in  one  instance  during 
the  recent  outbreak  of  Enteric  Fever  was  there  found  an 
entire  absence  of  ventilation  of  the  house  drainage. 

The  Sewage  Farm. 

The  work  of  the  Sewage  Farm  has  continued  to  be 
carried  on  in  an  efficient  manner,  and  the  septic  tanks 
which  required  repairing  have  received  the  necessary 
attention.  I would  advise  that  an  additional  acre  of  the 
grass  land  be  suitably  drained  and  utilised  for  the  treat- 
ment of  sewage,  thereby  maintaining  the  present 
satisfactory  character  of  the  effluent. 
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Inspections. 

Systematic  inspections  of  the  whole  district  have 
been  made  by  me  during  the  year,  besides  those  neces- 
sitated by  the  occurence  of  particular  circumstances. 

Slaughter-houses. 

As  the  outcome  of  visits  paid  to  the  slaughter-houses, 
fault  has  had  to  be  found  with  only  one  where  the 
business  carried  on  is  far  in  excess  of  the  accommo- 
dation afforded,  and  as  a consequence  has  called  for  the 
intervention  and  constant  supervision  of  your  Inspector 
in  order  to  promote  that  standard  of  sanitation  so  very 
necessary  for  an  establishment  of  the  character  in 
question. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

The  Dairies  and  Milkshops  have  been  visited  from 
time  to  time  and  found  generally  clean  and  wholesome. 
As  regards  the  Cowsheds,  your  Inspector  had  to  deal 
with  two  cases  of  nuisances  having  reference  to  the 
undue  accumulation  of  manure. 

I have  to  report  a case,  which  came  under  my  own 
observation,  of  milk  being  conveyed  through  the  streets 
in  pails  without  covers.  However,  on  the  dangers  likely 
to  arise  from  this  very  insanitary  practice  being  pointed 
out  to  the  milk-seller  in  question,  an  improvement  was 
speedily  effected. 

Factories,  Workshops,  (Bakehouses. 

There  are  in  this  district  8 factories,  7 workshops, 
and  6 bakeries.  All  of  these  have  been  visited  by  your 
Inspector  and  myself,  and  were  found  to  meet  the 


requirements  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901, 
and  Public  Health  Acts  ; the  instances  calling  for  the 
intervention  of  your  Inspector  having  reference  mainly 
to  the  necessity  of  lime-washing. 

I am  pleased  to  note  that  there  is  an  improvement 
on  the  part  of  the  occupiers  of  factories  and  workshops 
in  sending  in  the  lists  in  due  time  of  the  out-workers 
employed  by  them  ; it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  prompti- 
tude may  be  continued  in  the  future. 

Two  notices  relating  to  the  lime-washing  of  bake- 
houses were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  and  obtained 
immediate  attention. 

In  conclusion,  I would  desire  to  express  my  thanks 
to  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor  for  the  very 
real  assistance  he  has  at  all  times  afforded  me,  more 
particularly  during  the  recent  outbreak  of  Enteric 
Fever,  when  the  very  efficient  manner  in  which  he  dis- 
charged his  duties  calls  for  the  highest  commendation.
